Well, here's a reply to balance and "flames" that you might receive. 
Yes, I agree wholeheartedly with you!!! 


When I did tests and reports for CQ Magazine, I published the numbers 
and then built on them -- IMD etc. 


Heath's HW8 had an incredible bunch of 3.5mHz harmonics as seen on an HP 
Spec analyzer. So, Heath just asked that I send the unit to them, and they 
checked it out and solved the problem. 


As for the QRP+, it should never have seen the light of day. The fatal 
combination of IF gain, AGC loop, and inability of the DSP filter to actually 
reject off-center freq signals makes it useless in a contest situation. One 
needs a really clear freq +/-4kHz to escape the AGC action caused by 

strong stations. 


I understand the 2020 and it predecessor always has a lot of bugs. 


The way in which Eric and Wayne have delayed bringing the K2 to market 
until every bug is gone is truly praise worthy. 


Actually, I don't know of many other rigs that have serious problems like 
the QRP+ and SG. Seems that a minor hitch like thumping AGC on 
keying is the worst that the usual rigs have. 


At any rate, I'm glad you said your thoughts. Most "test reviews" are done 
without any lab equipment and are purely subjective.

Often, when new equipment becomes 
available, the reviews are the only source of "hands on" 
information that many amateurs have available to them. Many 
products just aren't locally available for a "test drive." I 
for one have purchased items based on highly positive 
magazine reviews - only to be sorely disappointed after the 
item arrived. If the producer won't take it back, your stuck 
and out the bucks. 


As Peter has pointed out, it is a fine line that reviewers 
walk. I am sure they 

want to be completely open about their findings, but doing 
so could jeopardize 

their magazine's relationship with the equipment producer. 
And as also pointed 

out, the advertisers pay for a good part of a magazine's 
production costs. Higher 

costing magazines without adds wouldn't serve anyone's 
interests.

One 
needs a really clear freq +/-4kHz to escape the AGC action caused by 

strong stations. 


I understand the 2020 and it predecessor always has a lot of bugs. 


The way in which Eric and Wayne have delayed bringing the K2 to market 
until every bug is gone is truly praise worthy. 


Actually, I don't know of many other rigs that have serious problems like 
the QRP+ and SG. Seems that a minor hitch like thumping AGC on 
keying is the worst that the usual rigs have.

An example: 
IMHO measuring and publishing harmonic levels of a TX is a must, is usefull. 
IMHO measuring and publishing of third order Interceptpoint IP3 as done in 


the moment is not only worthless but missleading 

Why? 

If you create a IP3 hitlist and compare the SST with its non selectiv 
frontend and its NE602 mixer with a Yaesu FT1000, the SST is way off at the 
bad side. You can approve this results in a practical test as will, the SST 
gives much more intermodulation the the FT1000. 

BUT 

Add a smallband bandpass to the SST. The best you can buy in the moment is a 
20 kHz broad 7020 MHz 8 Pole Xtalfilter (twice the price of the SST :-), 2,9 
dB loss. 


Now measure again, you will find the same bad, bad IP3 and the SST will have 
the same bad place on the hit list! But if you now do the practical test 
again I swear the SST because its much better noise figure combined with the 
now excellent frontend will be the NUMBER ONE at the hitlist!. 

To say it AGAIN: this modified rig shows the same bad IP3 but it is 
intermodulation free now. 


Whats the worth of what test result now??

Friends 


I told you it was a prototype! Did some more testing last 
night and early this morning. The following will probably of 
interest to potential builders. 


EARPHONES 


All earphones are not equal. The ones you use will make a 
big difference in performance. I have tried some cheap no 
names that are so insensitive that the ElmeRadio will not 
work at all! The best inexpensive headphones are Sonys. 
In-the-ear type Walkman headphones are the most sensitive. 
Model MDR E817 is the best I've tried. Cheap, too--only ten 


bucks, and they come in a nifty little compact case. Next 
best are those funny looking headband Sonys. You know, the 
ones that are attached to the band sideways. These also fit 
into the ear. The Model I have is MDR W80. These are $10, 
also. I realize that in-your-earphones are uncomfortable for 
some. Try the inexpensive Sony on-the-ear types. Last night 
I purchased a pair for $6 that are pretty good. Not as good 
as the above two pairs, but okay. 


Most Panasonic earphones are as a rule much less sensitive 
that Sonys, and probably should be avoided. I did try an 
in-the-ear type that was pretty good, however. So, don't 
rule other brands completely out, and let me know if you 
find any good very inexpensive ones. 


DETECTOR DIODE 


Tried a 1N5817 schottky diode this morning. It seems to work 
Significantly better, with less distortion on weak signals, 
than the 1N34A. These are readily available and not 
particularly expensive. Give one a try and let me know. 


IS THE RADIO TOO SENSITIVE? 


Sometimes. I connected the external antenna jack to the 
forced air ducting in my house last night. Signals became 
unbearably loud and distorted. The regeneration control had 
little effect. I could not turn it low enough to stop the 
detector from oscillating. This morning, after further 
investigation, it was found that eliminating one of the 
regulating diodes (1N4148's) made the ElmeRadio useable with 
an external antenna. What is needed is some kind of RF level 
control. An audio level control might help, but the real 
problem here seems to be detector overload. You input would 
be helpful. 


An audio level control is easy. I will be trying two 
methods. First, a 1M pot from the cathode of D1 to ground 
with the wiper connected to the reference input of the TL431 
through C5. The second is to put a 1K or 2K pot in series 
with R4 and +9V. This has an additional advantage of 
reducing current consumption of the TL431 at low volumes. 
Both are untried (must start my working at my paying job 
soon). I would appreciate someone giving these a try. 


LOOPSTICK AND POLYCAP AVAILABLE 


Good news here. Electronic Goldmine has these two parts 


custom made off shore. When stock gets low, they reorder. I 
cannot overemphasize this company's commitment to hobbyists.

IS THE .PDF DOCUMENT SCALED PROPERLY? 


Haven't had time to check this out yet, but the rectangle 
representing the ferrite core on L1 should measure 1.775" X 
.318" if the document is scaled properly. 


That's all for now. I am, also, working on a similarly 
packaged code practice oscillator with built in key. Got to 
get that finished by Saturday morning.

I will gladly send one complimentary to any 
legitimate equipment manufacturers, to help ensure good correlation 
between ARRL's lab and theirs. 


> If there needs to be more tests, write to them and let them 
> know..... what to test for and how to do the test. 


Yes, please do, although we can probably figure out how to do the tests. 
:-) A major multiband, multimode HF box can take 5-7 days in the screen 
room; we already to test a lot. Unforatunately, most hams don't share 
the avid interest in these things that QRPers do, so we have to weigh 
the staff costs vs the benefit to hamdom. We DO now include additional 
test data for almost all the Reviews in the ARRL Web page publication of 
the Product Reveiws. Download the expanded test-result reports included 
with the published reviews. 


> While I do feel that the major equipment makers do influence 
> the hobby and to some degree the ARRL, I really don't think 
> that they control the reviews. 


I can speak from personal experience; they do not control the reviews. 
Do they influence Amateur Radio? Of course, and that is not necessarily 
a bad thing. If ONLY homebrew equipment were available, we would have a 


few ten thousand hams at best. In the Reviews, QST says what it wants 
to say about equipment, irrespective of the advertising status of the 
company involved. I will add that, quite appropriately, IMHO, QST 
editors do make every effort to ensure that they are treating the 
manufacturers fairly. Amateur Radio would NOT be served by having a 
review harm a manufacturer without good cause. Even a "negative" piece 
of equipment has good points, and those will be discussed impartially in 
the review, right along with the bad ones. Ask Joe Bottiglieri, AA1GW, 
how many times he hears from a manufacturer about what is said in 
Reviews. The manufacturers certainly don't think that they control the 
Reviews. :-) 


> However, if that Gordon West (sp?) fellow in Calif gets his 
> way, the mfg's will control not only the ARRL but all of 

> the hobby! And if what he said in World Radio is right the 
> ARRL is going along with this!

At that time 
they had it on sale for $179.99. There was 
probably a shipping charge on the thing also. 


On Saturday at the NORTEX meeting the guys told 
me of their store here in Dallas, so Monday a.m. 
I went over there (only about 5 miles from my 
front door) and wandered through the rows of 
stuff taking notes on what I just might need

Guys, I have been doing some research on my talk for HamCom this Saturday, 


and I am shocked at the lack of information on Qrp Vendor websites about 
their products. Some of the specs are almost totally subjective?? Great 
audio, very stable, best receiver, as good as any, are a few of the 
comments. Some do a good job, but on the whole it is lacking. But, there 
is a solution. Bear with me. A few years ago, the ARRL did a comparison of 
some of the kits, and I think the time is right to do it again. How about 
it Ed, what would it take to get the ARRL to measure the specs on the kits? 
How about if each kit manufacturer sent a built kit to the league for 
measurement? That way, they know that it is built correctly, and you don't 
have to build all of those kits. But, you say in the article that each kit 
was built by the manufacturer, so it is upfront. While doing my research, 
the best specs were at S&S Engineering's site, and this is what it said:

Thanks, and sorry about misspelling your name. It was either 


very late or very early 
when I made the document. 


> I guess I still do not understand what advantage the TL431 
has over the LM386. 

> LM386's are maybe 30 cents at Digi-key and easily drive a 
speaker. It would be a 

> nice if all the parts could be purchased from just one or 
two suppliers. 


You are right the LM386 is a better part, but the three 
terminal regulator and its 

two associated resistors are easier to assemble in what is 
called the Paddy or 

Manhattan style. The PCB that I am designing will be pads 
and traces only--no holes, 

except for the big ones for mounting pots, etc. This is 
necessary if I want the 

front panel to look nice. Printed out on yellow paper and 
laminated, it looks great! 

Also, I think you will be amazed at the performance of the 
TL431 if you try it. 


> You use a 1M Ohm pot for R1. That seems too high to me. A 
200k or 500k might be 
> a better choise. 


Some AM signals are so strong, with an external antenna that 
the entire range of the 
1M is needed to stop oscillations. 


> Of course, a 1M pot will surely compensate for any 
variations 

> in transistor GM...so many types could most likely be used 
here. Still.. don't 

> you find that you're using only the last turn or two of 
the control? 


The 1M pot is an Audio taper. It is wired so that as it is 
turned clockwise the 

resistance decreases. This places the range from about 200K 
to 50K right in the 

middle of the regen control. It seems to be about right. 


> There's a typo in my name (Kitchin...not 
Kitichin)...thanks very much for giving 
> me credit here. 


Sorry. Sometimes I misspell my own name. I could not sleep 
at night if I didn't 

give credit where it is due. Charles Wenzel was also 
appreciative, and I am most

> Capacitor C5 is quite large. 


You are right. But sensitivity went down dramatically when 
its value was reduced. I

> Your overloading problem is surely due to the detector 
being overdriven through 

> C1. The right way to cure this is simply to couple-in 
LESS signal. I wonder if 


> your C1 cap is some other value than what you think it is. 
C1 is a 4.7mF COG (NPO) ceramic. The value is correct. 


> On my original 


> circuit, I used a 5pF for external antenna and no cap at 
all for a 39 inch whip. 

> But that was for short wave frequencies. For AM band you 
would expect to need 

> maybe 3 or 4X larger value for C1 (15-20pF). Of course, 
AM band stations are 

> much stronger. Why not try a winding a turn or two of 
hook-up wire around the 

> ground end of the loopstick and then ground one end of the 
wire and connect your 

> external antenna to the other? This might work 
better...it's certainly easy to 

> try. 


You are right. I will try that. 


> Actually....looking at your diagram it looks like your 
loopstick already 

> has a second small winding...why not use that? Link 
coupling is much more 

> efficent, greatly reduces out of band interference and 
saves you one additional 

> component. 


The second small coil on the loopstick was tied to the 
bigger coil and used as a 

tap. This saves very inexperienced builder from the tedium 
of winding a fairly high 

inductance coil. A few turns of insulated wire for a link 
coupling will be a simpler 

task. 


> On the audio volume control, my "vote" is to use a 
standard pot between the 1N34 
> and the (gate??) input of the TL431. 


I will try both methods. Your vote has been tallied. 


> Yes, Sony Walkman headphones are really the best...they 
are the only ones I use 
> with my receivers. 


I have used them for years even on my stereo equipment. 
Unless you are willing to 
spend big bucks, they can't be beat. 


> You should try contacting FAR circuits to see if they will 
supply a low cost PC 


> board for this project. A PC board is a real MUST for 
group construction! 


This was also suggested by Doug Hendricks. I plan to do it 
soon. 


> Best of luck on your project.

Absolutely. "You never really know how to use a tool unless you know 3 ways 
to abuse it." (Grin) 


Switching PS problems ARE solvable for communication work. 
Actually, newer technology (i.e. faster high-current switches, 
which make the smaller & lighter supplies possible) also 
makes some of the noise problems easier to deal with, too: 

1) Because the higher frequencies are easier to filter with 

a lowpass filter. 

2) Because the harmonics of the switcher are farther apart. 


Also, emission regulations by the FCC and equivalent bodies 
worldwide have become more stringent, making the beasts 
quieter "right out of the box." 


Another benefit of switching regulators, if one is inclined 
to roll their own, is that they may boost the voltage as 
well as reduce it. Thus, a 12 volt 10 amp supply could 

be built to run on an input anywhere from 6 to 48 volts 

DC. (Of course, it would draw > 20 amps at 6 volts, but 
that's better than the alternative - no radio!)
